CHICAGO, May 28.— Charges 
that the Nquor traffic in Chicago 
was made possible by connivance 
of police, were substantiated today 
when the Federal Grand Jury re- 
turned indictments against Lieut. 
Michael Grady, ace of the detective 
force, four members of his famous 
rifle squad and twenty-one others. 
Among these are Dean O’Bannion, 
“florist-bootlegger” and gunman 
de luxe, and two brothers of Col. 
John V. Clinnin, former assistant 
District-Attorney. 

The indictments came as the re- 
sult of a long and secret investi- 
gation fraught with many hazards. 
The bills charge the defendants 
with spiriting 8000 cases of bond- 
ed liquor out of the. Sibley ware- 
house on forged permits in the 
year ending in January, 1923. The 
conspiracy is said to have gone as 
high as the Federal Building. Grady 
and his men are alleged to have 
guarded the stolen liquor while it 
was being trucked through the 
atreets.

AUL CAMBON 
DIES IN PARIS 


Noted for Accomplishments 
as Envoy to Britain 


Best Known as Negotiator of 
Entente Cordiale 


Statesman Came of Noted 
Family of Diplomats 


(BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS) 

PARIS, May 29.—Pierre Paul 
Cambon, former French Ambassa- 
dor to London, died at his home 
bere lest night. 

Pierre Paul Cambon, eminent 
French statesman and diplomat, 
won international fame in the 
early days of the present century 
for his torte in behalf of the 
Anglo-French agreement of April 
3. 1904, when the powerful and 
Entente Cordiale Was 


rn. 

Paul Cambon was one of three 
brothers, all of whom were con- 
spicuous in French diplomatic af- 
fairs at the same time. Jules 
Cambon, later the best-known of 
the three, was Am dor to 
Washington; Paul was accredited 
to London. and the third brother 
was in a similar post at Constanti- 
nople. 

FAMED AS ENVOY 


M. Paul Cambon was born Jan- 
vary 20, 1843. He was called to 
the Parisian bar some twenty 
years later, and after ten years of 
admintstrative work in various 
government departments, was 
transferred to the diplomatic serv- 
ice and appointed Minister Pteni- 
potentiary at Tunis. In 1886 he 

French Ambassador to 
Madrid, and two years later went 
to Constantinople in the same ca- 
pacity. In 18988 he presented his 
credentials as A or to the 
Court of St. James. 

He was still in London when, 


King Edward VII, working care- 
fully and secretly, had launched 
his program to readjust Europe's 
equiliirium, and bring England, 
France and Russia together as a 
means of offsetting the powerful 
Triple Alliance between Germany, 
Austria and Italy. The late The- 
ophile Delcasse represented France 
in the treaty negotiations, while 
the British interests were looked 
after by Lord Lansdowne.

PHOENIX. May 29.— From the 
morning of June 1, shipments of 
oranges and lemons will be permit- 
ted into Arizona from California. 
Shippers must apply to the State 
Entomologist for permits. Only 
carload lots will be received in cars 
that have been sealed by Federal 
inspectors with certification that 
the fruit was grown and packed 


at least twenty miles from any 
source of infection by foot-and- 
mouth disease. The boxes must 


be new and the cars must have 
been fumigated before loading. An 
inspector must certify where the 
fruit was grown, where packed, 
loading point and car number. For 
several weeks Arizona has been 
without lemons while the local 
orange supply is almost exhausted. 


With the passing of another 
twenty-four hours without a single 
case of foot-and-mouth disease be- 
ing reported in the State, officials 
are now hopeful that the disease 
has now been virtually stamped 
out of California. While there may 
be a few cases crop out in dis- 
tricts where the infection has been, 
it seems now almost an assured 
fact that the situation is entirely 
under control. Extreme care, how- 
ever, is being taken to confine any 
new breaks to formerly infected 
areas. Although conditions 


encouraging, the public must fully 
realize the importance of main- 
taining strict vigilance, that there 
may not be a recurrence of the 
disease, especially in new territory, 
the officials point out,

May 29.-——The/ 
long-standing controversy between 
California and Nevada over the | 
waters of Lake Tahoe has been re- 
opened by a demand of ranchers 
at Fernley. Hazen and Swingle 
Bench that a by-pass be con- 
structed to permit a heavier flow 
from the lake into the Truckee 
River to afford temporary relief. 
The directors of the Carson-Trtc- 
kee irrigation district have asked 
the War Department to immediate+ 
ly build the by-pass, and the 
Reclamation Service and Califor- 
nia owners of riparian rights will 
be urged to consent to the plan. 
Gov. Scrugham expects to open, 
negotiations within a few days with | 
California State authorities and 
water right owners. Lack of 
moisture on the Lake Tahoe water- 
shed threatens ruin to crops on 
the higher areas of the great New- 
lands Project, and the Reclama- 
tion Service states it will be impos- 
sible to complete and operate the 
new pumping-plant at Lahontan 
reservoir, near Fallon, before July 
25. The Truckee River is lower 
than at any time recorded in May. 
The level of Lake Tahoe is also 
below normal.

Reflection in America

Recuperation of the German de- 
mand for foodstuffs is finding re-

@ried fruits to German consumers, 
the Department of Commerce says 
dn a recent investigation by Ed- 
ward G. Montgomery, chief of the 
foodstuffs division. The movement 
ot dried prunes, apples, re and 
raisins and other dried fruits has 
been unusually active since the fall 
of 1923 and promises to exceed the 
prewar volume.

ficiaries in the revival of this 
trade since it means the reopen- 
ing of lucrative markets to the 
fruit producers who have been 
struggling with the problems of 
surplus production and unreceptive 
American markets. Low prices in 
this country and a lack of sub- 
stantial foreign buying have en- 
gabled German importers to buy 
more freely of American goods, 
according to the Department of 
Commerce survey, while at home 
@ very poor fruit crop also helped 
this sudden jump to the prewar 


“In October, 1923," the report 
states, “a sharp cash demand for 
dried apples, peaches and prunes 
became apparent, not only from 
Germany but from German buyers 
in this couffttry, and during the 
succeeding months other varieties 
became heavily involved in the 
trade, After a long period of inac- 
tivity, German purchases of Amer- 
ican dried apples, peaches and 
prunes became larger by far than 
those of any other country. 80 
extensive e this business that 
eur prewar volume has deen 
reached and indications are that 
will be exceeded.”

Hamburg dried-fruit dealer, ac- 
cording to Mr. Montgomery, Ger- 
man consumption of dried fruits 
will always remain high except in 
time of business depression.

What Is Thrift? Week in 
Again; Three-Day 


Review: Daylight Saving 
Moratorium; Gossip 


‘What percentage of a man's in- 
come should he save? 

. W. Straus, president of the 
American Soctety for Thrift, says 
that thrift is a matter of morals 
as well as money. It is self-dis- 
cipline, strength of character, ef- 
ficiency, and a common-sense ad- 
ministration of one's affairs. 

“True thrift.” Straus says, “is 
the systematic saving of as much 
as you can, consistent with your 
circumstances in life. Be econom!- 
cal, but not miserly. Eliminate all 
possible waste. 

“Sometime ago the United States 
Government Saving System issued 
@ statement that a thrifty man 
should spend 50 per cent of his 
income for living expenses; 10 per 
cent for education; 10 per cent for 
giving; 10 cent for recreation 
and save 20 per cent. The 
ury Department has stated that a 
family of three, with $2000 income 
should save $200; a family of four 
with $3000 income should save 
$300; a family of four with $4000 
income should save $400; a fam- 
ily of four with $6500 income 
should save $1400, and a family 
of five with $10,000 income should 
save $2400. 

“These figures were undoubted- 
ly arrived at after a close study 
of the personal economics of many 
families and are meant to cover 
average conditions. 

“While it may be true that the 
average man in America should 
save 20 per cent of his personal 
income, it does not follow by any 
means that man who under cer- 
tain circu ces only saves 10 
per cent, or even 6 per cent of 
his income is not just as thrifty 
as some other man who might 
save 60 per cent of his income. 

“There are rightful duties and 
obligations that must be met, and 
their fulfillment might preclude 
the saving of any considerable 
sum of money. On the other hand, 
aman might be situated that 
even if she did lay aside 20 per 
cent of his income he would still 
be indulging in wasteful habits.” 


LOCAL OONDITIONS 


The following summary of local 
conditions emanates from the Los 
Angeles office of Bradstreet’s: 

“Trade reports indicate buying 
at a lower level than last week, 
although a little better than for 
the same period in February and 
March. Furniture manufacturing 
continues very slow, with reports 
indicating sales from 15 to 20 per 
cent leas than in 1923. Collections 
are slower and employment al- 
most 35 per cent less. The apparel 
trade reports sales 10 per cent less, 
with collections from 10 to 12 per 
cent slower, with indications of 
some improvement. Foodstuffs 
sales are holding up well, with col- 
lections in the metropolitan area 
fair to good, and in the outlying 
sections slow. 

The automotive trade reports 
sales 11 per cent less than last 
year, but equal to 1922. The used- 
car market is very quiet, with a 
larger number of cars on hand. 

Busingss at Long Beach remains 
very quiet, due to decreased oll 
production and the consequent de- 
creased buying power, while con- 
siderable labor has been forced to 
other fields. Real estate in all sec- 
tions of Southern California has 
slowed up in gales, although rent- 
als have not been affected in Los 
Angeles. 

Crops are reported in good con- 
dition. Apricots are now market- 
ing at fair prices. Cantaloupes 
are to ship, but prices are 
breaking after the first arrivals. 
The citrus crop is good, but the 
fruit is small. This crop is larger 
than jast year, but prices to the 
grower are considerable.

Police Learn Victim Was in

There is a little more I want to 
tell you about croup. 

We used to speak of two types 
of croup—the true, or diphtheritic 
croup; and the simple, or false 
croup. But nowadays we do not 
use the term croup for the diph- 
theritic type of the disorder, for 
this ia known to be due to diphthe- 
ria of the larynx (the windpipe) 
so it is known as laryngeal diph- 
therta. This differs from the 
simple croup in that it is extreme- 
ly dangerous, while the simple 
croup is not dangerous. If laryn- 
geal diphtheria is allowed to 80 
on for days without the use of anti- 
toxin, the child is very apt to die 
of strangulation if a tube is not 
inserted in ite throat so the air 
can get to its lunge. By that time 
the system is so poisoned that the 
child is Mable to die anyway. 

Recently a New York quack doc- 
tor treated a case like this with 
what he called spinal adjustment. 
The frantic family called a real 
physician who gave antitoxin, but 
it was too late. The child choked 
to death. The quack was con- 
victed of manslaughter and sen- 


medical science 
which causes the child's blood and 
tissue celle to manufacture a de- 
fense which protects it from get- 


ting diphtheria. This is known as} 


the toxin-antitoxin treatment. 
What we have*known as antitoxin 
is still used after the child gets 
diphtheria, but it has been proved 
pretty conclusively that if a child 
can take toxin-antitoxin treatment 
it need not have diphtheria. I 
am going to write more on thé 
su soon. Today I want to 
finish telling you a little mor 
about ‘simple croup. 

Simple croup is sometimes called 
spasmodic croup and it occurs 
most often in undernourished chil- 
dren or children suffering from 
rick eta. Indigestion, colds, and 
obstructive adenoids and 
are often found to be predisposing 
causes for the attacks. You know 
from my articles on children feed- 
ing what to do to prevent those 
conditions.

That's the way a woman I knew 
handled a rouge and cold cream 
formula when her husband was ill 
t She did splendid- 
ly with it, too— best rouge I've ever 
seen. About the time she had three 
women at work making up the 
the war came along. 

usband was a marine architect.

You can get agents by advertis- 
ing for them in the classified col- 
umns of The Times. There are 
men and women too, who special- 
ize in door-to-door selling. 

Some twenty-odd — ago a 
man by the name of lier began 
making brushes in his sister's base- 
ment. When he had a few made 
he went out and peddled them 
from door to door. hen he made 
some more, and sold those in the 
same way. This was the beginning 
of the Fuller brush now so wide- 
ly advertised, but still sold from 
door to door. 

Down in Texas a man perfected a 
preparation to dye leather as well 
as polish it. He gave it an attrac- 
tive name—and that’s an impor- 
tant factor, too. Names that are 
hard to pronounce, and not easily 
remembered are a big handicap. 

I've been told the man was very 
poor; that mixing the product and 
buying a dozen bottles took all he 
could afford to spend. The labels 
he printed with pen and ink. He 
started out with a 10-cent chip 
basket filled with the bottles and 
sold them from house to house. 
This method was followed the first 
year, then he demonstrated the 
polish in a shoe store, and ran a 
small advertisement in the paper. 

A near-by town was worked in 
the same way, and after a while 
he put out canvassers in other 
towns, but I've been told that for 
a long time he confined his efforts 
to his own section of the State. To- 
day that shoe polish is on the 
shelves of nearly ever shoe store 
in the country. 

Now these are the ways of be- 
ginning. Here is how products are 
handled after a demand has been 
created. 

No retailer wants a product that 
has not been introduced to the 
public. His money is made in 
turnover—the number of times 
goods is bought, put on sale and 
the profit reinvested in other goods. 
He prefers products locally and 
‘nationally advertised because his 
salesmen do not have to persuade 


| the customer to buy. 


They are in 
a buying mood before they enter 
the store. 

Products of this character: are 
sold by the manufacturers tg the 
jobber. He is a sort of middle 
man who works between the man 
who makes the thing and the man 
who sells it to you and me. Some- 
times one jobber will buy the en- 
tire product of the factory and dis- 
tribute it through the country 
through their mlesmen to the re- 
tallers. 

Where a company has capital to 
put on a huge advertising cam- 

rom fifty te several hun- 
dred thousand dellars—the jobber 
does not wait for customer de- 
mand, but will undertake to sell 
the product in the belief that the 
advertising will induce customers 


I've had so many inquiries from 
women who have formulas. for 
cold cream, rouge, tonics for the 
skin and hair. They want to mar- 
ket them, but hesitate at the 
drudgery of selling from house to 
house, but until you have money 
to advertise it is about the only 
way to get started. 

ile there are many ant exter- 
minators on the market, we are 
always on the lookout for new ones. 
If your product is low in cost to 
make, and you can give a gener- 
ous quantity at the usual price it 
should sell readily. If it will al- 
so discourage the snails it will be 
hafled with joy. 

The business section of the 
phone book will give you the 
names of manufacturers under the 
heading “Paper Boxes.” Write sev- 
eral, tell them what you want and 
ask for prices.

Campaign i: Planned for 
Education of V oters 


Declaring that all sorts of reac- 
tionary legislation, calculated to 
restrict legitimate activities of oil 
operators, is ultimately reflected in 
greater expense to the consumer, 

L. Weyl, general counse] for 

e General Petroleum Corpora- 
tion, said yesterday that the oil 
industry of California intends here- 
after to make things lively for pol- 
iticlans who unscrupulously use oil 
companies for campaign fodder. 

Speaking at a luncheon of 011 
operators given at the Hotel Alex- 
andria by the Chamber of Mines 
and Oil, Mr. Weyl declared that 
politicians have, in the past, made 
campaign issues of certain phases 
of the oil business without being 
in possession of Me real facts, and 
have worked great hardships on 
legitimate industry. 

He gave it as his opinion that 
every time unnecessary regulation 
is attempted it costs the oll com- 
panies or the consumer a consid- 
erable sum of money, and that the 

industry proposes in the fu- 
ture to investigate itself. 


NEW COMMITTEE 


He announced the appointment 
of a public relations committee 
which will serve the Chamber of 
Mines and Olli in the capacity of 
collecting such information as the 
ublic desires, and placing it at 
4 disposal of everyone who wants 

“If a spelibinder takes the stump 
without being ip possession of the 
facts about the oil business, this 
committee will see to it that he 

access to them, and if he is 

ded with the true facts and 

not use them legitimately the 
oll industry will see what it can 
do toward retiring him from pol- 
ities,” Mr. Weyl declared. 

He told of a certain individual 
who, under the representation that 
he was the key to the situation, 
told a group of oil men last year 
that certain agitation for legisla- 
tion in this State could be quieted 
by the payment of $10,000. 


CAN REACH VOTERS 

“This is the sort of th we 
want to stamp out,” said Mr. Weyl. 
“By canvassing all of the oll com- 
panies and getting lists of their 
stockholders we can reach approxi- 
mately 200,000 voters. Beyond that 
we can reach the people who, by 
selling supplies to com make 
much of their money out of the 
ol] business. Whenever we are Wil- 
fully misrepresented by anyone in 
Pablie life we intend to these 
péople to help us eliminate from 
politics those who are careless 
with the truth.”
